Request to adjust the lines of two parcels from .34+ and 12.281 acres to 1+ and 11.621 acres respectively, and cancel

a .66+ acre portion of Williamson Act Contract No. 1974-1663 in the General Agriculture (A-2-40) zoning district. The
purpose of the lot line adjustment is to increase the size of the .34+ acre parcel to meet the 1 acre minimum required for
parcels served by private well and septic, and to encompass the physical improvements crossing the property line.

The .34+ acre parcel is improved with a single-family dwelling and garage. . The 12.28+ acre parcel is planted in row
crops and is improved with a barn and accessory structures.  The existing .34+ acres and the proposed 1+ acres are
non-conforming with Williamson Act's minimum parcel size.
